ing From the Confederation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 


New Tonk, March 17.—A letter has just been 
published from Gen. R 8. Ripley, who com- 
manded the Confedrate batteries that 
first opened fireon Fort Sumter, ad- 
dressed to Governor McGrath (pronounced Me- 
Graw) of South Carolina. It bears date December 
25, 1864, and was probably among the captured 
archives of the State, and has a current interest as 


bearing upon the controversy between Gen. 


Sherman and Jefferson Davis. In it Gen. Rip- 


ley offers to surrender his commission in the 
Confederate service, and to accept a com- 
mand under Governor McGrath with the State 
troops then being hastily raised to resist Sher- 
man's rtiumphant march to the seaboard. The 
terms of the letter might give color to tie theory 
that South Carolina was then preparing to secede 
from the confederation, because of dissatisfaction 
with President Davis, or, as Gen. Sherman 
charges, because of a well-grounded fear that the 
President was 
THREATENING A DICTATORSHIP. 

Gen. Ripley complains of studied neglect and 
injustice to himself on tne part of the Richmond 
authorities, calls attention to the failure of the 
general Government to provide any adequate de- 
fense of South Carolina, and points out the great 
danger threatened by Sherman's approach. With his 


letter are also published official communications 
from Governor McGrath and Governor Vance of 
North Carolina, treaiing of the grave perils of both 
States. Their States had been drained of all able- 
bodied men. There were left for defense only 
youths under 18 and men of over 50. Both discuss 
guardediy the question, evidently of current con- 
versation, whether even it might not force the 
threatened States into separation from Confed- 
eracy. General Rivley is now in the city at the 
New York Hotel. To your correspondent he talked 
freely yesterday concerning the circumstances that 
led to his letter. 

“I had been ordered,” he said, “just at that 
critical juncture, to leave the State for a 
command in Mississippi, with Sherman between me 
and South Carolina. ft was the culminating act of 
a continued policy of injustice to me, and I protest- 
ed in the letter now published. Gov. McGrath did 
not return a formal answer, but in a eonversation 
advised me to go to Ricamond, This I did, and re- 
mained in Richmond until all was over. Did my 
letter represent any genera! sentiment that South 
Carolina should set up for herself? Not at all. 
There was no such general sentiment. The Govern- 
ment at Richmond was 

DOING PRACTICALLY NOTHING 
to defend our borders, and we had to raise 
a force from the little material there 
was left tous. That force would be under the 
State Government control, but it was to co-operate 
with the regular army. Ido not believe there was 
ever any serious pro lin South Carolina to se- 
cede from the Confederacy. We were dissatisfied 
with the conduct of affairs at Richmond, but what 
was there for us todo but make the best of a bad bar- 
gain? The alternative of secession was not to be 
thought of. That would have been ruin, indeed. 
Nor was there any fear that Mr. Davis would at- 
tempt a dictatorship. He is not the kind of man that 
dictators are made of, and had he the inclination, 
the idea would hawe been preposterous. He could 
not have taken the first step in that d.rection. It is 
true that. towards the end. General Lee was given 
practically all the powers of a dictator, and lam 
not sure it would not have been better for us if he 
had been given those powers long before. But Mr. 
Davis wouid never have been given such power and 
be would not have seized it. neral Sherman 
FOUND A MARE’S NEST.” 

“In the published correspondence the use of the 
siaves for defense is suggested!“ 

“Yes. I had long before suggested that 
the negroes be used as troops In 
the attack on Sumter they bad shown 
themselves brave and cool under fire. I had sev- 
eral thousand of them in the earthworks, and they 
actually sang while shot and shell hissed above 
them.” 


But you would have needed a regiment of white 
soldiers on guard on every black regiment!” 

“For why? To keep them in line of battle—to 
keep them from deserting? Not a bit of it? The 
negro is not a coward, and he is so vain that it 
would have been easy to arouse his esprit de —. 
Their new position and com ve responsibility 
would have flattered their v „and their habits 
of obedience would have made discipline easy. 
They fought weil in the federal ranks.” 

But they were fight. nE there for ffeedom?” 

“The contrary would have made no difference 
with them. I assure you that the most of the 
Southern blacks tuought little of freedom, and 
knew less of what were tue real issues of the war. 
But almost from the beginning of the fig t 1 advo- 
cated the abolition of slavery—or at least of the 
name. ‘Get the credit with the word,“ I said, ‘of 
abolishing slavery. You will none the less 

CONTROL THE NEGROES AND THEIR LABOR. 
if you don’t aboush it, it will ve done in spite of 
you—and then the negroes win control you.” 

“And why were they not used as soldiers?"’ 

„For two reasons. One was sentimental. It 
seemed hardly the square thing, that slaves—helots 
—with the rights of citizens should be compeiled to 
faut for such rights. 1 assure you this was 3 
stronger sentiment than might be imagined. Thea 
again the negro was property, and property whose 
value would be value.ess, with a bullet through it.“ 

“But in the extremity that you found yourself in 
Sherman's approach!“ 

“The State couid not have taken so radical a 
measure as tO pul arms in the bands of the negroes 
without the consent of other States and the au- 
thority of Congress.” 

„Mas not your letter to Governor McGrath in the 
nature of insuvordination?”’ 

“No; and there was precedent for it. Gen. Gus- 
tavus W. Smith, who lived in New York after the 
war, threw up bis commission in the army under 
the prosecution of President Davis, and afterward 
held a commission under the Governor of Georgia. 

“There were several internecine troubles in the 
confederate army!“
